NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—The 
classic question posed by a 
motorist picked up by the po- 
lice for speeding is: 


"Why 
don't you arrest the guy 


who just passed me?" 


That situation reflects the in- 


ability of police to arrest ALL, 
lawbreakers. There just isn't 
enough personnel. 


For that reason, motorists caught 


in a traffic crackdown, or who 
become an "example" for other 
speeders, have complaints, justi- 
fied at times. Just such a com- 
plaint is contained in a letter that 
follows: 
* * * 


"I am not given to writing 


letters to newspapers, and I 
hestitate to write this one for 
fear ft will be taken a* a 'gripe' 
or a retaliation against' officers 
of the law. This is not a protest 
against officials who are charged 
with the responsibiili-y of public 
duty. I question the practical 
value of restraining the speed to 
30 miles an hour on the Galena 
Avenue bridge, which is a double 
route highway and four lane 
traffic. Since my wife was ar- 
rested and lined in police court 
for traveling 35 miles an hour on 
the. Galena Avenue-bridge", I 
went and drove over .the bride at 
20 mile* an hour, and I would 
suggest that all citizens of Dixon 
do it, just to see how unreason- 
able'it seems.* * * 


"If the 'powers that be' are in- 


terested in 'trying to protect our 
children' as stated in court, then 
I suggest control of traffic where 
children are and where life is at 
stake. There are plenty of such 
streets and crossings in Dixon, 
where children are crossing and 
speed needs regulating. I have been 
ordered to 'get going' to make way 
for busy traffic at Galena and 
Pviver streets, by traffic officer, 
during noon hour. And I appreci- 
ate the need for it, but certainly 
20 miles an hour can't do it. I am 
for 'cleaning up on this speeding,' 
but how many of us keep within 
the law at 20 miles an hour on 
Galena Avenue bridge? Or is it 
practical? I wonder if a restudy 
of our speed zoning and regula- 
tion would not be a practical place 
for our administration to begin. 
* * * 


"This is in no sense a gripe 


letter because we paid our fine. 
If a minister or his wife breaks 
the law he is subject to the 
penalty just as any one else 
should be. There should be no 
favors because of 'who you are.' 
For the sake of practical imple- 
mentation of law and for all con- 
cerned, I do suggest a restudy 
of our traffic regulations within 
the city of Dixon."

The other 
four victims, including three 
children, died in the apart- 
ment house blaze. 


Twenty-two residents of the four- 


story hotel, near downtown Chica- 
go, leaped from upper floors of the 
hotel and were injured. 


Coroner Walter J. McCarron and 


a fire department official declared 
the hotel blaze was set by an ar- 
sonist. Police said they were seek- 
ing to determine if both fires re- 
sulted from arson. 


Half-Mile Apart 


The two stricken buildings are 


a half mile apart in the Halstead 
street-Milwaukee Avenue district 
on the city's near Northwest side. 
"Fire officials said both .fires oc- 
curred around midnight.

Many Calls 


The health department received 


many calls from anxious parents 
after vaccine made by the Cutter 
Laboratories of Berkeley, Calif., 
was ordered withdrawn from use. 
Eight children who received the 
Cutter product had been stricken 
with polio within a week after re- 
ceiving their first polio shots. 


As yet, U. S. Health Service au- 


thorities' sayr there is no indica- 
tion that the vaccine is at. fault, 
but extensive tests will be made of 
the Cutter vaccine tc make sure. 


Public Health officials today ex- 


pressed their confidence in the 
Salk polio vaccine, and Surgeon 
General Leonard Scheele of the 
Public Health service called for 
continuance of the program 
in 


areas of the country where vaccine 
supplied by five other drag firms 
have been used without incident. 


Continue Plan 


Scheele said, "I urge that par- 


ents and children scheduled to take 
part in the vaccination program 
continue to follow their plans." 


He said his own 7-year-old son 


will receive his first shot as sched- 
uled early next month. 


Meanwhile, federal and state au 


thorities were working in Califor- 
nia to determine whether the Cut- 
ter vaccine was faulty or the polio 
cases were coincidence. 


Five of the eight diognosed cases 


and three suspected cases were in 
California, two in Pocatello, Idaho 


and one in Chicago. Another sus- 
pected case was reported in Den- 
ver. 


Officials said it normally takes 


10 to 14 days after exposure for 
polio to develop, and emphasized 
t is possible that all the stricken 
children were developing the dis- 
ease before they received the 
shots. 


Test* Soon 


The tests on the withdrawn vac- 


cine are expected to take several 
weeks. 


Dr. Robert K. "Cutter, president 


of the laboratories, and Dr. Jonas 
E. Salk, who developed the vac- 
cine, agreed that the withdrawal 
and tests were the safe thing to do.

ward Duller, 45; Hansford Meek, 
about 50; lyle LaRiviere and Stan- 
ley Wozniak, about 65. Unidenti- 
fied were the bodies of two women 
and a man and a badly mangled 
body whose sex was not deter- 
mined immediately. 


More than 100 persons fled to 


safety from the burning structures, 
with several hotel guests rescued 
by firemen. 


Blasts Heard 


Fire Atty. Earle Downes said 


the fire at the Green Mill hotel 
at 518 N. Green St., was set by 
an arsonist. He said an investiga- 
tion disclosed that explosions pre- 
ceded the fire and flames shot up 
from the middle of the second 
floor stairs. 


There were more than 80 per- 


sons in the hotel, which contains 
about 75 small apartments, when 
the blaze broke out. Many of the 
residents leaped from upper story 
windows and suffered injuries. Of 
the more than 20 injured, six were 
firemen. 


Damage to the hotel was es- 


timated at $50,000 by Chief Fire 
Marshal Albert Peterson. 


Four Die 


The three children and their un- 


cle perished in a fast-spreading 
fire at 658 N. May St. The dead 
were Levi Spencer, 19; Susie May 
Erwin, 6; her sister, Helen, 4, and 
their brother, Charles, 2. Their 
bodies were found on . the fourth 
floor. 


Earlier Spencer had been identi- 


fied as John R. Erwin, 30, father 
of the children. He was at -work 
when the fire broke out. His wife 
and a year-old daughter escaped. 


About 50 occupants of the apart- 


ment building escaped without in- 
jury. The cause of the blaze was 
not determined. Damage was es- 
timated at 57,000 by fire officials.

Johnson explained that his office 


will be able to handle the account 
from 11 Midwest branch, offices by 
the first of the year. He added that 
it is now the central receiving and 
reporting office for four branch, of- 
fices in the Midwest territory"; 


"The expansion is part of our 


original plan," Johnson said, "and 
will mean that we will need to hire 
another 25 to 30 office girls between 
now and the first of the year." He 
added that they now hire about 60 
employes. 


Take Over Offices 


To make room for the expansion, 


Johnson's field office will expand 
June 1 into the remaining space 
on the second floor of the building 
they now occupy at 96 South Gale- 
na Ave. They will take over the 
space now occupied by the Com- 
munity Loan Corp. and the offices 
of Drs. VV. G. Landt, optometrist, 
and L. R. Trowbridge, osteopathic 
physician. 


The 11 branch offices soon to be 


under Johnson's office are. Chica- 
go, Des Moines. Dixon, Milwaukee, 
Omaha, Detroit, Minneapolis, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Indianapolis, 
and Lansing, Mich- 


Johnson's office is directly un- 


der the home office, located in 
Baltimore, Md. The other U.S.F. 
& G. office, now located in ths 
Dixon hotel, will move into its new 
building on Lincoln Statue Drive 


about May 15, Johnson said. 


He explained that the other of- 


fice is the Dixon branch office and 
submits its reports and accounts 
to his' office. 


Was "Experiment" 


Johnson's office originally was 


begun as an^ experiment to .provide 
facilities for the network of agen- 
cies located in northwestern Illi- 
nois. 


Then it became the processing 


office which grew into an entirely 
separate operation to handle much 
of the preparation of policies and 
statistical and accounting data for 
the Chicago office. 


The office performs accounting 


and statistical work formerly done 
in the branch offices or the home 
office. Policies are coded in the 
office originating the business and 
sent to Dixon. 


The essential information is ex-

To Bloody Battle 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


UP)—Bloody fighting raged 
in Saigon tonight, with con- 
trol of South Viet Nam's gov- 
ernment at stake. 


The army troops of Ameri- 


can-supported Premier Ngo 
Dinh Diem battled private 
soldiers of the rebellious Binh 
Xuyen Society. 


Binh Xuyen, a society of former 


river pirates which controls Sai- 
gon'* gambling and vice spots, 
started the battle at 1:10 p.m. with 
two mortar bombardments of the 
Nationalist Premier's palace. 


Diem met the challenge prompt- 


ly by declaring all-out war on the 
Binh Xuyen. He had held off direct 
military, intervention because of 
French fears such action would 
touch off civil war. 


Rebels Outnumbered 


Initial fighting appeared to b* 


favoring , the well-equipped Diem 
forces, which outnumber by far 
the estimated 5,000 men of th« 
Binh Xuyen. 


Casualties were estimated 
in 


first reports at 120 dead and 300 
wounded." Hospitals . were 
filled 


with'the dead and dying. 


Punching 
swiftly, 
and 
hard, 


Diem's troops knocked over four 
principal garrisons and posts held 
in Saigon "and Cholon, the Chinese 
sector of the capital several miles 
from the French section. The total 
population of the city, swollen by 
an influx of refugees from th« 
North, ii about two million. 


The Background 


'-This, in brief, is the background 


behind, the struggle for control of 
non-Communist South Viet Nam, 
upon which the West and partic- 
ularly the United States is count- 
Ing to hold the tide against the 
Communist North: 


The Binh: Xuyen, along with two 


religious sects, the Hoa Hab and 
Cao Dai, have been demanding 
that Diem quit in "favor of a coali- 
tion in which they would have in- 
creased representation. Diem, has 
refused.. Last March 30 the Binh 
Xuyen touched off an attack in 
which at least 26 persons were 
killed. A truce • ended that fight- 
ing, 
but Diem did not relent in 


his efforts to put his government 
in complete control of the situa- 
tion. To gain that control Diem 
sought to talce over the security 
police, called the National Surete, 
irom the Binh Xuyen. 


Hoa Hao, Cao Dai and Binh 


Xuyen have been more or less 
autonomous for years. Their pri- 


Treaty Organization commander'in 
Europe, said the Soviets are "hav- 
ing plenty of trouble" and "may 
well be overextending themselves" 
in view of complex domestic eco- 
nomic problems." 


"Having Trouble" 


In closed-door testimony given 


to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee March 26 and made 
public today, Gruenther said: 


". . . These, folks are having 


trouble. There is a creaking in 
the machinery." 


Gruenther said he is "very much 


afraid that we overestimate from 
time to time their capabilities, 
which are already high enough," 
and he added: 


"By our own introspective hor- 


ror and consideration of our own 
fears, we actually make ourselves, 
in my opinion, tools of the Soviets 
—unwitting tools—and from 
the 


standpoint of the determination 
and stoutheartedness that is neces- 
sary in dealing with the Soviets, 
we serve our own interests badly." 


"Not Strong Enough" 


Gruenther said Soviet satellite 


forces in eastern Europe are "not 
strong enough to overwhelm the 
"shield" of NATO forces. 


Most heartening factor in Europe 


the general said, is that "the (So- 
viets are r.ot in the same league 
with us" in capacity to deliver nu- 
clear weapons.

The district has been embroiled 


in a controversy over a high school 
building program, one side favor- 
ing a large country high school to 
serve several communities and an- 
other group favoring small high 
schools in each community. 


Bilderback was elected to the 


board this mor.th as a candidate 
of the Citizens' Committee, which 
favors small schools. 


Early the morning of April 17 a 


quart of yellow paint was splash- 
ed across the windows of Bilder- 
back 's store. 


An Ashton youth, James Coff- 


man, 20, later admitted the paint 
throwing to Lee county officials, 
but no charges were filed when 
Bilderback said he did not want 
to press charges. 


There were rumors of an un 


organized boycott of. th« »tor« by 


fupporters of the large schools, 
and when questioned about that to- 
day, Bilderback said, "Yes, I'd 
have to say I noticed some effect 
in the business." 


Bilderback said he will continue 


to live in Ashton, and will super- 
vise operations on a farm he owns. 


He said he sold the store to 


Morehouse Fashions of Columbus, 
Ohio. 


Meanwhile, a movement is form- 


ing to have the Ashton area with- 
draw from District 271 and form 
its own district. A spokesman for 
the group interested in establish- 
ing an Ashton Community Unit 
district spoke to the Ashton PTA 
Monday night. A petition signed 
by two-thirds of the voters in the 
area wishing to withdraw would 
be needed before official action 
could b« taken.

An Open Letter to the People of 


It again becomes necessary to 


set the record straight. Certain 
disgruntled elements, who refuse 
to recognize the very essence of 
democracy, are going about the 
Ashton community advocating the 
destruction of our school district. 
In effect they are saying "if we 
can't rule, we will ruin." 


A certain young farmer, recent- 


ly turned expert on matters of 
school organization and adminis- 
tration, is reported to have said 
that his group intended to enjoin 
your board of education from mak- 
ing any progress on our problems 
by serving the board with an in- 
junction. Furthermore, an effort is 
being made to detach the Ashton 
area from District 271 and set up 
its own district. All this is coming 
from a group which three weeks 
ago were harping that it would be 
a crime asrainst our children to 
have a high school in Ashton. 
Thus, they are admitting that the 
Citizens Committee Plan of hav- 
ing a vigorous. Dynamic education- 
al unit in each community is not 
so bad after all. 


But lei us get a good clear view 


of what this group is trying to do. 
First, they know they have lost 
the respect and confidence of the 
rest of the district, and that it 
will be a long time before they 
will again be entrusted with the 
management 
of school affairs. 


They hope to recapture control by 
breaking 
up 
the 
district 
and 


crushing all opposition in the Ash- 
ton area. 


Second, they boast of taking 


Ashton out of the District and with 
it enough area to create a tax 
base of 15 million dollars. But they 
did not explain to you that to get 
a 15-million dollar tax base they 
would have to make very heavy 
raids on the territory of all their 
neighbors. Do you think the neigh- 
boring communities are going to 
stand for that? Do you want to be 
a party to such a shady trick? 


This group has just about de- 


stroyed all the civic pride;-and 
community spirit Ashton ever had. 
Now they want to make the job 
complete by creating for Asnton 
the undying enmity of all our 
neighbors. If this proposal offends 
your sense of fair play, as it does 
ours, you will keep your name off 
petitions. 


Third, you will, no doubt, be told 


that such a deal would solve all 
our problems—get us recognition, 
lower our tax rate, make for good 
feeling, all of which is so much 
hot air. No one can tell in ad- 
vance whether such a school could 
be recognized—no one can tell in 
advance what our tax rate would 
be. As for "better feeling," we 
can think of nothing that would 
more certainly intensify ill-will. If 
you really want to see our school 
problems settled, keep* your name 
off petitions. 


Our new board of education has 


not yet had time to complete the 
technical details required to pre- 
sent its program for the approval 
of the people. But when it is pre- 
sented, Ashton will have a chance, 
for the first time in seven years, 
to vote for something for itself. In- 
cluded will be (a) a modern farm 
shop, class rooms and laboratory 
for the agriculture 
department; 


(b) a modern grade school of at 
least 16 rooms separate and apart 
from the present building: (c)'the 
modernization of the present build- 
ing. 


If you want these improvements, 


and if you want the cost of the 
same to be spread over the entire 
district rather than over a small 
area around Ashton, keep your 
name off petitions.

Efficiency Key 
To Steel Profits 


Bees make honey as food for 


themselves and their larvae. 


By SAM DAWSOJf 


NEW YORK W—Profits in the 


steel industry are running about 
TO per cent higher than a year ago. 


More important, net earnings 


after taxes are rising much faster 
•ven than sales and output. And in 
some cases they are setting rec- 
ords—as distinct from just making 
a better showing than in the com- 
parable period a year ago when, 
after all, business was fairly slow. 


Bethlehem Steel's report today 


makes it all but unanimous; for 
the industry it's the story of a 
high production rate, increased ef- 
ficiency, and a cheerful backlog of 
new orders. 


Earnings A Record 


U. S. Steel, biggest in the world, 


reports record earnings for any 
first three months period in • its 
history. Its profits are 62 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 


But even better gains are shown 


by some of the smaller companies. 
Leave Big Steel out of the picture, 
and the other 24 firms that have 
reported first quarter earnings so 


far have a 74.8 per cent gain over 
the 1954 period. 


Th«j|'re.«2,403 profit which U.S. 


Steel reports on its January, Feb- 
ruary and March operations isn't 
its highest for any three-month pe- 
riod, however. In the last three 
months of 1918 it chalked up near- 
ly 01 million dollars in profits. This 
was in the World War I era when 
taxes and wages were lower and 
pricing policies less inhibited than 
today. 


Credit Efficiency 


The fact that profits are increas- 


ing at a much higher percentage 
rate than are sales of shipments 
can be explained by the increased 
efficiency of mill operations. Dol- 
lar sales gained by 5 per cent over 
the 1954 period and tonnage ship- 
ment by 4 per cent. 


"The men aren't working hard 


er," says Benjamin F. Fairless 
chairman of U. S. Steel. "We have 
better tools and are getting more 
out of the tools now." 


In other words, better plant and 


njulpnwnt have towered the breaJt- 
ven point. Steel companies showed 
last year they could make money 
peratlnt; at only M per cent of 
apacity. Before World War n they 
ooked upon 80 per cent M their 
break-even point. 


Mow that they are running at M 


per cent of capacity, well above 
he break-even point, their earn- 
ings increase at a faster rate. 


The auto industry and the build- 


ing boom have been given much 
of the, credit for the increased steel 
production this year. But other 
metal users have increased their 
juying, too — the makers of home 
appliances, industrial machinery 
and electrical equipment. 


Most users insist they aren't 


stocking up on steel out of fear of 
a possible strike this summer or of 
a hike in steel prices if the steel 
workers get a wage increase. 


But many are building up in- 


ventories of steel because if: takes 
longer now to get deliveries and 
they are afraid of temporary short- 
ages

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The Doctor Says 


Phlebitis Is Inflammation 
Of the Lining of a Vein 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


The condition known as phlebitis 


or thrombophlebitis is exceedingly 
troublesome for thousands, and 
many readers, including G. R., 
have asked for a discussion of this 
condition and the best procedure 
to follow in order to keep it under 
control. 
j 


I might say that this is trouble- 


some to physicians as well as to 
patients, 
although 
considerable 


progress in prevention and devel- 
oping methods of treatment have 
occurred in the past few years. 


Phlebitis means inflammation 


of the lining of a vein; thrombo- 
phlebitis or phlebothrombosis is 
used if clots are present inside the 
veins at the same time. Thrombo- 
phlebitis is probably as common 
as simple phlebitis. 


EITHER DISORDER certainly 


causes a lot of misery. Both can 
result from varicose veins, from 
injury, from too. much bed rest 
(particularly in the presence of 
chronic disease), from 
certain 


blood diseases and from a number 
of other things. Not infrequently a 
definite cause cannot 'b« found at 
all. 


P l e b i t i s or thrombophlebitis 


should not be neglected, particu- 
larly because of the hazard • of a 
clot breaking off and going to the 
lungs, causing what is known as 
a pulmonary embolism. 


When either condition is acute 


treatment includes absolute rest 
in bed, raising of the-leg (if it is 
the leg which is involved) and 
application of heat. After the acute 
inflammation has subsided th« 


most important problem of treat- 
ment is to prevent swelling. Elast- 
ic bandages are helpful in this 
kind of thing, but they must b« 
properly applied. 


PHLEBITIS and 
thrombophle- 


bitis are hard to cure entirely and 
show an unpleasant tendency to 
return. When this happens it may 
be necessary to remove the in- 
flamed vein or veins by surgery 
if it or they are near the surface. 


A thorough search for causes of 


infection is usually made, including 
examination of the teeth and ton- 
sils. Treatments with small doses 
of X-rays and the use of one of the 
sulfonamide drugs or antibiotics 
may be helpful. Some new drugs 
have also received favorable re- 
ports. 


THERE IS INCREASED em- 


phasis today on trying to prevent 
phlebitis or thrombophlebitis. 


This involves a multiple line of 


attack, but has to be entirely un- 
der the direction of a physician 
responsible for the patient be- 
cause the methods vary so much, 
and one must take into account 
other things besides the danger 
of developing these conditions. 


Early rising or mild exercise 


soon after an operation helps to 
prevent the blood in the veins from 
having a chance to stagnate. This 
does not appear to reduce the 
frequency of thrombophlebitis, but 
has cut down on pulmonary em- 
bolism. Drugs are also used some- 
times to leaser, ih« speed of Mood 
clotting.

WASHINGTON I*—Sen. Know-

Cloud-Seeding Experiments 
Told by Top Rain-Maker

Dr. Irving Langmuir, a Nobel 


Prize winner and consultant for 
General Electric Co. experiments 
with rainmaking, also declared: 


1. An Air Force test on a tor- 


nado off the eastern coast Oct. 17, 
1947, may have turned the twister 
off its course and pushed it into 
Savannah, Ga., with damage of 
five million dollars. 


2. There is evidence that rain- 


making in some areas may create 
drought in others. 


Langmuir was interviewed while 


attending the International Arid 
Lands Symposium, where scien- 
tists from 18 nations are seeking 
answers to the rapidly growing 
arid regions which already cover 
a third of the earth's land surface. 


Caused Downpours 


He declared that he thinks now— 


and insisted at the time—that a 
single silver iodide generator op- 
erating at Alamogordo, N. M., un- 
der Project 
Cirrus caused the 


steady downpours which drowned 
the Missouri Valley three years 
ago. 


"We had been seeding for some 


time, and the storms kept getting 
bigger and better. I told them (the 
armed forces heads administering 
the project) that I felt we ought to 
stop seeding as the rains in the 
Missouri Valley kept falling. 


"But the administrator of the 


project was on vacation at the 
time. No one would take responsi- 
bility for

Langmuir explained how a lone 


cloud generator in New Mexico 
could affect the weather so far 
away: The silver iodide particles 
are sent into tne air. say, in New 
Mexico. Winds from the west blow 
hem across the Mississippi, where 
hey come 'in contact with moist 
air masses coming in from the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


A particle of silver iodide about 


the size of a pencil dot is enough! 
:o affect a cubic mile of air weigh- 
ng 100 million tons, Langmuir 
said. Once a storm has been start- 
ed, it triggers other storms. And 
.f the cloud seeder is restarted at 
ntervals, you get ram at about 
the same intervals. 


"If we had stopped our generator 


two weeks earlier," Langmuir 
said, "the Missouri Valley floods 
would not have happened." 


Langmuir said that on Oct. 17, 


1947, an Air Force plane seeded a 
tornado heading north off the East 
Coast. The twister turned 120 de- 
grees, "which the Weather Bureau 
said was impossible,? and smashed 
on to Savannah. 


Suggested Delay 


There was not once chance in 


7,000 that the tornado would have 
turned if it had not been seeded,"' 
Langmuir said. "I had suggested 
that we wait until the storm was 
further north and out to sea to 
experiment." 


Can rainmaking cause drought in 


other areas? Langmuir has docu- 
mented one instance in which he 
feels this happened. A rainmaking 
generator was operated at set in- 
tervals in Ne%v Mexico from De- 
cember to April 1949. During that 
period, the southeastern part of the 
country where the silver iodide 
particles drifted into moist air. got 
220 per cent of normal rainfall. 


The Southwest, on the other hand,

It's Great Handicap to 
Youngsters in School

them.

NEW YORK (JTV-^At least three 


million school children have im- 
paired hearing. 


If figures don't mean much to 


you, 
just imagine for a moment 


all children with subnormal hear- 
ing living together in one place. 
They would make up a population 
almost that of Chicago — our sec- 
ond largest city. 


And this doesn't Include pre- 


»chool tots. 


The trouble with these statistics 


is that they tell us how many—but 
not whom. We don't always know 
if it's Johnny Jones or Mary Smith 
who needs help. 


Why? It's An Estimate 
The American Hearing Society 


got the three million figure by 
applying the number of children 
with impaired hearing in certain 
tested areas to the total school 
population across the country. 


If Johnny or Mary happen to 


live in one of the 24 states where 
hearing tests are not required by 
state law, their deficiency might 
go undetected indefinitely. 


But, 
you ask, wouldn't parents 


-know if their own child had im- 
perfect hearing? They'should, but 
many don't know — or won't ad- 
mit it. 


You'd be surprised how many 


youngsters are 
trying to 
live 


normal lives with a hearing im- 
pairment no one knows about or 
admits. They are often called in- 
attentive, unmanageable, even stu- 
pid. 
The reason is, simply, that 


they don't hear distinctly what is 
said to them. Either they think 
they have normal hearing or they 
are too sensitive to tell anyone. 


Typical Case " 


Billy, was one of the latter. And 


his is a more or less typical case: 


He was a shy, quiet child, of a 


large family. After scarlet fever 
at 3 Billy became more reticent. 
Often he didn't • respond to direc- 
tions from his parents. His father 
thought Billy was disobedient and 
should be spanked. 


Once when he saw the teacher 


ask him a question he said timidly 
he hadn't heard her. She smiled 
at him reproachfully, said "how 
could you, Billy? You weren't 
listening." After that he just shook 
his head that he didn't know the 
answer. 


Billy lived in a state that left 


the problem of hearing tests up 
to the individual communities. 
When he was 9 his town's school 
board decided to institute audio- 
meter tests. 


Hearing Impaired 


He was found to have a serious 


hearing 
impairment, 
stemming 


from an infaction that didn't clear 
up after scarlet fever. With a hear- 
ing aid, Billy is at last able to 
hear everything said to him. There 
is hope, too, that proper medical 
care will improve his 
natural 


hearing. 


Not every case has such a hap- 


py ending. Even if there is a state 
law requiring testing, and even if 
it is properly enforced, treatment 
does not automatically follow. 


"The weakest point at present is 


not in the testing program, but in 


the followup," iay« Mrs. Eleanor 
Ronnei, head of th« educational 
service of the New York League 
for the Hard of Hearing. 


"You teat, you put a card in 


the file, and you go somewhere 
else to te»t. But what happen* 
after you leave? Do the parents 
and schools follow up what you've 
told them? That's the crux of the 
problem." 


Even this may be too late to 


avoid permanent impairment, says 
Dr. Edmund Prince Fowler Sr. 


Invented Audiometer 


Dr. Fowler, a pioneer in hearing 


conservation, helped invent i'ae 
audiometer more than 30 years 
ago. Here are some tests he sug- 
gests for mothers to use in simple 
home checks every few months. 
They take only a' few niuintes, but 
they might uncover a defect that 
could cause crippling deafness. 


1. Does your baby react to sud- 


den noises like a telephone ringing, 
a door banging, loud clapping of 
hands, dogs barking? He should, 
with normal hearing. 


2. Does your baby react if you 


suddenly come into his line of 
vision, as if he hasn't heard you 
enter the room? This would indi- 
cate impaired hearing. 


3. Are there discharges or odors 


from your child's ear, or deformi- 
ties or swellings in or about the 
external ear canal? These are 
danger signals. 


Does He Respond? 


.4. If your child is old enough, 


does he respond to spoken direc* 
tions while he is out of sight in 
another room? He should, if he can 
hear satisfactorily. 


5. Is he learning to talk normal- 


ly and is his voice natural? Chil- 
dren .learn to talk from hearing 
others talk. If they can't hear 
properly, they obviously won't be 
able to talk properly either.

PARIS (*)—There are two things 


in this world the Soviet regime 
fears more than anything else. One 
is all-out war. The other is all-out 
peace. 


This is the opinion of competent 


Western observers around the rim 
of the Iron Curtain in Europe to- 
day. They put it this way: 


1. The retreat of Communist par- 


ties in Europe behind a ''soft line" 
denotes Soviet worry over the pos- 
sibility that Moscow may stumble 
into an all-out war it dreads at 
this moment. Most likely it would 
spell the end of Soviet communism. 


2. Eruptions of international ten- 


sion betray Soviet worry that the 
appearance of world peace surely 
would revive pressure from the So- 
viet population for a fairer share of 
the economy. That probably would

Source of Tension 


If it were a matter of Europe 


and the Soviet Union alone, say 
the experts, the chances of war 
would be less today than at any 
time in the fiv» years since ihe 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
was bom. But there remains the 
sputtering fuse in Asia. 


The idea that any war in any 


part of the world might turn into 
a general conflict is regarded as 
a powerful reason for Moscow to 
lay a restraining hand upon Com- 
munist China. Formosa is already 
valuable to the Communist world 
as a ready source of international 
tension when tension is regarded 
as necessary for the accomplish- 
ment of immediate Red purposes. 
The threat to "liberate" Formosa 
by force is enough to create the 
tension. But any attempt to carry 
out the threat would explode the 
possibility of ultimate disaster. 


Aside from the threat in Asia, 


the other factors which could touch 
off world conflict are desperation, 
fear, miscalculation or accident. 
NATO is in the process of building 


strong deterrents to the first three 
and defenses against the fourth.

Top 
with 1 teaspoon Indian -chutney 
Serve hot. Eat nnd and pulp

Broiled Minted Orange Slices 
Cut large, seedless, unpeeled 


navel oranges into cartwheels 34- 
inch thick. Top" each with % tea- 
spoon butter or margarine. Broil 
2 minutes, placed 4 inches from 
he source of heat, with oven con- 
trol set to broil and preheated. 
Pour 1 teaspoon mint syrup over 
the surface. Serve hot. Eat rind 
and pulp.

We went to a press luncheon at 


the Stork Club in New York where 
a new instant cake mix was intro- 
duced. Quite a performance Real- 
ly tender, fine gram cake with only 
one mixing step. TKO eggs and 
water aie all you need beside the 
mix. an egg beater, a. bowl and a 
baking pan. There is only one mix- 
ing step to this pleasant business 
of making a cake. 


Mrs. Charles Leuin of Johns- 


town, Pennsylvania, gave us her 
favorite recipe. It s home style 
Poppy Seed Cake. This Pennsylva- 
nia homemaker adds poppy seeds 
(which have been previously soaked 
in water) right to a package of in- 
stant yellow cake mix along with 
two fresh eggs, all at once. The 
cake is baked in two squaie pans 
and is served with a custard filling 
between the squares and a simple 
glaze on top. 


Poppy Seed Cake 


One-quarter cup poppy seeds. -$ 


cup water, 1 package instant yel- 
low cake mix, 2 eggs, unbeaten. ''2 
cup water, Custard Cream filling, 
confectioner's sugar glaze. 


Soak poppy seeds in ~j cup water 


about 1 hour. Then place cake mix 
in bowl. Add poppy seeds and wat- 
er, eggs, and remaining }•> cup 
water. Beat 3 minutes until smooth 
and creamy. Pour batter into two 
Sx8'i2-inch square pans, which have 
been lined on bottoms with paper. 


Bake in moderate oven f350 de- 
grees F.) about 35 minutes. Cool 
cakes. Prepare Custard Cream fill- 
ing and spread between the layers. 
: lake the glaze and spread over the 
lop of the cake. iStore leftover cake 
in refrigerator). 


Custard Cream Filling 


Combine *& cup sugar, 3 table- 


spoons cake flour, and dash of salt 
in top of double boiler. Add 1 cup 
milk and 1 slightly beaten egg yolk, 
miMng thoroughly. Cook owr boil- 
ing water about 10 minutes, or un- 
til thickened, stirring constantly. 
Cool; then stir in -,t teaspoon vanil- 
la. 


Confectioners' Sugar Glaze 


Measure 1 cup sifted confection- 


eis sugar into small bowl. Add 1 
. to 2 tablespoons water gradually

We just had lunch at the Plaza 


Hotel m New York \\it_h Robeit 
Xreis, Suiss born chef, who has 
perfected a diy salad mix. It comes 
in envelopes and you tuin the con- 
tents into a half pint jar sold vita 
the mixes. Add vinegar, a little 
water, and oil, then shake and pour 
over your greens. (The half pint 
bottle is marked so you will know 
just how much of each to use). 


Chef Kreis, amiable and vigor- 


ous, made a buffet salad for us. 
In a large bowl he placed a mound 
of 4 chopped greens—icebeig let- 
tuce, watercress, chicory aaid ro- 
maine in equal parts. Then he skill- 
fully placed rows of diced white 
meat of turkey, haid-cooked eggs, 
avocados, bleu cheese, crumbled 
crisp bacon and chopped peeled 
tomatoes. Over it he poured his old- 
fashioned garlic salad mix dress- 
ing—a terrific production. 


Besides the garlic mix, he makes 


also old-fashioned French. Califor- 
nia French (for years Kreis has 
been a noted chef in California), 
exotic herbs and bleu cheese mix. 


We think his mixes, just on the 


market, are the best news salad 
lovers have heard in many a year.

Wash and hull straw- 
berries. (Save a few for garnish.) 
Cut them in half. Fill split in cake 
with berries. Whip cream; sweet- 
en with sugar to taste. Use to 
frost top of cake. Garnish with 
whole berries.

tablespoons water, 8 ounces cream 
cheese, H cup (approximately) 
cream or milk, 1 pint strawberries. 


Prepare gelatin dessert accord- 


ing to package directions and set 
in refrigerator to stiffen to the 
point where it just mounds on a 
spoon. Scrape pretzels lighty with 
a sharp knife to remove most of 
the salt crystals. Put throug a food 
chopper with a coarse blade, or 
crush with roiling pin to size of 
coarsely ground nuts. Melt butter 
or margarine in saucepan and add 
sugar, crumbs, and water. 


Press into lightly buttered 9-inch 


pie plate and bake at 400 degrees 
F. for about 10 minutes, or until 
lightly browned. Cool. Mash cream 
cheese and beat in just enough 
cream or milk to allow easy 
spreading. Use two-ihirds of this 
mixture to line pie bhell smoothly 
and completely. 


Slice 
strawberries 
lengthwise 


and arrange cut side up over 
cream cheese surface.

Americans Had a Secret 
Weapon at Elbe-Bourbon!

NEW YORK UfV- America in- 


troduced a 'secret weapon to win 
a draw with the Russians in an 
odd hospitality war fought along 
the Elbe River 10 years ago. 


That weapon, it now may be re- 


vealed, was Kentucky's bottled 
breakfast of champions—100-proof 
bourbon. 


As soon as the two Allied armies 


linked up, a number of celebra- 
tions were held. In the first flush 
of enthusiasm they were largely 
spontaneous get-togethers between 
small groups of individuals or of- 
ficers from 
both .armies, 
and 


marked by cordiality and good will 
on both sides. 


Became Formal 


But as the parties went up, ech- 


elon by echelon, from division to 
corps to army level, the atmos- 
phere subtly changed. The cordial- 
ity and good will became formal- 
ized. 


In this exchange of hospitality 


the Russians held a big edge. We 
wealthy Wall Street imperialists 
had little more than stern canned 
combat rations to offer. The sim- 
ple virtuous peasant Soviet war- 
riors, on the other hand, seemed 
to have a pipeline of plenty that 
led straight to Moscow. When 
they were hosts, the tables groan 
ed with piles of caviar, fat cheeses, 
fresh cucumbers, all kinds of rich 
tidbits you usually find only In ex- 
pensive restaurants—and an end- 
less number of carafes filled with 
vodka. 


Vodka Roulette 


The Russians took a rude deligh 


in trying to toast the Americans 
under; the table. And it must be 
admitted that many of our men 
worn down by months of clean'liv 
ing in the field, were ill-prepare<! 
to face the Soviet vodka barrage 
As one officer remarked weak! 
after the 20-umpth toast: 


"I thought Russian roulette was 


played with revolvers, not vodka 
f lasses." 


The lavishness reached its peak 


at a party thrown by Marshal Ivan 
Konev, now Russian deputy min- 
ster of defense, for Gen. Omar 
Nelson Bradley and his staff. 


Following a tremendous repast, 


a Red army chorus sang the "Star 
Spangled Banner," but apparently 
were safe from being- corrupted 
by it as they had memorized tha 
yrics. without understanding them. 


A ballet troupe, obviously pro- 


'essional, then put on a splendid 
performance, but when Bradley 
praised the dancers, Koriev mere- 
[y remarked blandly: 


"Just a few girls from the Red 


army." 


An Introduction 


When it came time for Bradley 


to hold a return courtesy party, a 
question arose over what liquid 
refreshments to offer. 


"They served us their national 


drink," B r a d l e y said, smiling. 
"We'll introduce them to one of 
ours—bourbon.'' 


Although it was evident the Rus- 


sian officers had been warned to 
be on their best behavior, two of 
them quickly wilted under the belt- 
ing of bourbon toasts. After a polite 
snifter, Konev turned to his inter- 
preter with a strained look and 
muttered, "too strong, too strong." 


After dinner a violinist who had 


been specially flown there from, 
Paris entertained the group. When 
Konev praised his playing as mag- 
nificent, Bradley replied with_ a 
straight face : 


"Oh; it's really nothing. He's just, 


one of our American soldiers." 


Bourbon and Heifetz 


The violinist happened to b« a 


guy Jiamed Jascha Heifetz. 


Ten years later Gen. Bradley 


afill feels that—thanks to bourbon 
and "Heifetz—the Americans earn- 
ed at least a draw in their hot 
hospitality war'with the Russians 
on tha River Elbe.
